which it had acquired, thro ugh co nsent o f o ccupa­ 
tio n by co llabo ratio nist France, do wn the Malayan 
peninsula and to the islands o f the Dutch East 
Indies.

march, to make her master o f the Orient. Unlike 
Hitler, the Japanes« leaders have succeeded far 
mo re in winning suppo rt fro m the natives o f these 
co nquered co untries. 
There is reaso n to believe 


that the Japs have succeeded in placating the 
natives o f the Dutch East Indies infinitely better 
than the Dutch go vernment and have capitalized 
upcn the sullen resentment against British co lo nial 
rule.
